Getting A Reduction In My Rent? 


In order to qualify for rent reductions if 
you lose your job between recertifications, 
you must report the income decrease 
promptly to your Section 8 Caseworker or 
your site manager. An interim rent 
decrease will not be processed if the 
decrease will last less than 30 days. 
Verification of the income decrease must 
be made, therefore you should present a 
termination letter or other information 
that shows your statement is true. Once 
Section 8 or Management has verified 
your circumstances, the rent decrease 
must be approved by the Executive 
Director or his/her designated authority. 


Ifyou are granted a rent reduction, you 
will be notified in writing of the effective 
date of the reduction. Rent reductions go 
into effect the first of the month following 
the approved change.
